London, May 14.— Tho Chancellor ot the 
Exchequer, Sir William Vernon Haroourt, 
In the House of Commons to-day, moved 
the appointment of a special committee to 
consider tho question ralsod by tho Earl of 
Selborne yesterday as to whether a peer of 
the realm can ait in tho Houae of CommonB 
aftor having sucoeedod to the Houeo of 
Lords, or whether a peor of tho realm can 
bo eleotod to membership in tho Houso of 
Commona. 

Tho Conservative loader In tho Houso of 
Commons, Right Hon. A. J. Balfour, boo- 
onded tho amendmenb of Right Hon. Jos. 
Chamberlain, the Unionist leader, to the 
efleot that the caso of Sir James Morse Car- 
michael, member for tho St. Rollox division 
of Glasgow, a baronet who claims several 
dormant Scotoh peerages, be also con- 
sidered. The motion of Mr. Chamberlain 
was rejeoted and that of Sir William Ver- 
non Haroourt adopted by a vote tf 330 to 
143. 

Mendel Howard, the Amerioan who was 
arrested on April 29 last on the charge of 
having engraved materials for counterfeit- 
ing notes in his possession, was again ar- 
raigned in the Westminster polloe court 
this morning. The Bub manager of tho 
Bank of France deposed that he had exam- 
ined tho notoa found at tho prisoner's resi- 
dence and declared them to be forgeries. 
The prisoner was remanded. 

A groat demonstration was hold in Phce- 
nix park on Sunday in favor of amnesty to 
Irish politioal prisoners. Archbishop Walsh 
Bent £5, with which it is proposed to start 
an amnesty fund. Timothy Harrington, 
Parnellite member of parliament for Dublin, 
In an address said that whether the Irish 
political prisoners were guilty or innocent of 
the orimoa oharged againBb them, they had 
fully; expiated them. A resolution waB 
adopted by tho meeting to the effect that 
the furthor detention of the prisoners is vin- 
diotivo and revengeful cruolty, unworthy of 
a oivilized government. 

A dispatch to the Times from Paris says 
that in the negotiations for the Chinese loan 
Germany has formed a powerful group whioh 
is inolined to issue the loan on condition 
that the customs and other receipts Ehall be 
controlled by Europeans. It is agreed that 
it shall be issued in equal shares by Ger- 
many, Russia, France and England. 

A Paris dispatch says M. Joubert, presi- 
dent of the Banque de Paris et dea Pays Baa, 
is dead. 

A dispatch from Cairo reporta that the 
outbreak of cholera at Meoca, announced in 
the dispatohea of April 22, is oonfirmed from 
official sources. Cholera prevails at Meoca 
and the villages frequented by caravans and 
pilgrims to El Hejaz, " the land of pilgrim- 
age. " In this city are the aaored regie as of 
Mecca and Medina and tho seaports of Jed- 
dah and Yembo. The number of Egyptian 
caravans in El Hejaz this year is smaller 
than usual. 

Tho foreign offioo deolines to make any 
statement as to whether or nob the ap- 
proaohlng visit of Sir Julian Pauncefote, 
British ambassador at Washington, to Eng- 
land, is conneoted with tho Behring Sea ne- 
gotiations. It ia stated that in any oase tho 
faot that the United StateB has not settled 
the claims for damages, on the basis sug- 
gested by tho Paris tribunal of arbitration, 
would not interfero with or delay any nego- 
tiations whioh may now bo pending. It is 
further asserted that tho proposal of the 
Unitod States Secretary of State, Mr. W. 
Q. Grosham, for a joint commission for the 
Behring Sea, to bo compoBod of representa- 
tives of United States, Great Britain, Rus- 
sia and Japan, is still under consideration. 

A Berlin dispatch says tho National Zoi- 
tung Btatos that Emperor William has ao- 
oeptcd the resignation of Freir Horr von 
Dor Goltz, admiral commander-in-chief of 
the German navy. It is added thab Ad- 
miral von Knorr succeeds as commander- 
in-chief. 

It is loarned that the proposition to ox- 
tend, for two and a half years, the Contral 
Pacific's mortgago bonds, which mature in 
July, 1895, will be advertised in London and 
Now York. 

A dispatch received at Madrid from 
Havana reports Col. Arlzan with a force of 
seventy cavalry has defeatod a band of In- 
surgents numbering 200. Tho dlepatoli adds 
that a band of robots oommandod by Carlos 
CaBtillo waB also dispersed. 

A diBpatch from Corfu says a strong 
shook of earthquake was felt there at mid- 
night. No damage was done. 

John R. Rogers, theatrical managor, has 
obtained a dacroo of divoroe agalnsb his 
wife, Minnie Palmer, the actress. Mr. 
Rogers filed a petition for divorce from his 
wito on May 1 on the ground of unfaithful- 
ness, naming Mr. Jerrard, manager of a 
theatrical company, as co-roBpondent. Tho 
suit was not defended. 

There was a Btormy session in tho lower 
houno of tho Hungarian diet yestorday. 
Herr Cgron, mombor of tho left, deolarod 
thab the government hadattaokid tho papal 
ropreBontativo without oauao, thuB dragging 
tho proBtigo of Hungary into the miro. Up- 
roar followed, and tho sitting was sus- 
pended. 

The report of anothor outbreak of oholora 
ab Mocoa is confirmed from oflloial aouroes. 

Tho byeolootion ia Watworbh to-day 
proved a robufT for tho govornmont, the 
Conaorvativo candidato, Mr. JamoB liiiloy, 
winning tho Boat with 2,070 votes, against 
2,105 for Col. J. Colquhoun Reid, tho Lib- 
eral candidato and 347 votes for Mr. Goo. 
Lansburg, Sooialiat oandidato. Tho eleotion 
caused a good deal of oxoitomont in tho dis- 
trict. A oloso election was oxpeotod and 
tho Conservative vlotory was nob altogothor 
a aurpriso. Tho big plurality oroatod en- 
thusiasm in Unionist circles. 

The dofoat of tho anti rovolution bill 
croatoB a vaoanoy in tho Prussian oounoil of 
ministers. No one is inolined bo boliovo 
thab olthor the Kaiser, who it Ib roportod 
had a good opinion of Von Koollor, or 
Chancellor von Hohenloho is edified at bho 
performance of tho minister of tho inter/or, 
who the Vorwaerts saya doaervoa an honor- 
ary momborship in tho socialist party of the 
interior. That no rosult was obtained is, in 
tho Grab placo, owing to tho faob that bho 
champions of religion, morality and sooial 



order have been unable to subordinate their 
own wishes to the general good. The radi- 
cal and aooialistio organs are highly de- 
lighted. 

The Times in a leader this morning says : 
" The decision ia a serious one, and perhaps 
the most aerloua feature is that it seems to 
be thoroughly popular with some of the 
most important olaeses of the state. Ib Ib 
an unmistakable rebuff to the policy pro- 
claimed by tho Kaiser himself in his famous 
speech ab Koenlgaburg last September." 

The Standard in a leader Bays : " The 
German Emperor has more than onoe ap- 
pealed to his peopio to trust him. May not 
the Germans say in tnrn that they deserve 
to bo trusted by the Emperor ? With this 
or that relohataga ruler can afford to differ, 
bub he cannot safely quarrel with the senti- 
monts and ideas of bhe nation at largo." 

Tho Cunard stoamship Gallia arrived to- 
day. She was delayed owing to a slight 
derangement of her machinery, compelling 
hor to stop twlco in twonty-ono hourB, and 
after that going ab a reduoed speed for some 
time. 

It is announced at Pokin thab bhe Japan- 
eso havo renounced their olalm to the Llao 
Tung peninsula without demanding pay- 
ment of an inoreased amount of indomnity 
for so doing. It is announood that the oon- 
duot of Japan in this matter ia warmly 
praised. It is feared thab bhe disbanding 
of the Chinese braves will oauso a dis- 
turbance.

SEALINCr NEGOTIATIONS. 



The U. S. Authorities Consider That 
a Disastrous Crisis Has Been 
Reached. 



Britain's Refusal to Re-enact Last 
Year's Regulations Nullifies 
Protective Measures. 



Washington, May 14.— An ugly orisla 
has been reaohed in the nogotiationa be- 
tween the Unitod States and Groat Britain 
looking to the adoption of uniform regula- 
tions for the government of the aoal fisheries 
this season. The British govornment posi- 
tively refuses to re-enact the regulations of 
last year, which prevent the oarrying of 
firoarmB by sealing vessels through the zone 
north of the thirty-fifth parallel during the 
oloBod season. The U. S. officials look 
upon this aa diBaatrouB to the seal fishery, 
holding that tho result will be to relievo the 
pelagic Boalers of the only restriction whioh 
has operation to prevent an unlimited 
slaughter of the herds. While killing by 
firearms remains illegal it is realioed that it 
will be impossible to enforce thla provision 
if arms oan be freely carried, for the sealers 
would kill freely unless they should happsn 
to be under the very eyes of a 
revenue cutber. Meanwhile, tho U.S. cut- 
ters have gone out under the old instruc- 
tions to seize all vessels oarrying arms whioh 
are nob under aeal. These must be notified 
speedily by orders sent through the Alaska 
Commercial ' Company's steamer, whioh 
leaves San Franoisoo in a day or two, or else 
there may be another big olalm for damages 
on account of Illegal aeizures filed by the Brit- 
ish government. The attitude of the latter ia 
regarded as an ovidenoe of unwarrantable 
concessions bo the Canadian pelagio ssalers. 
It is also held that the effeob of bhe British 
aotion is to practioally nullify all the meas- 
ures of protection for the seals that were 
conferred by the Paris arbitration, and it 
would not be surprising that, if thla oourse 
ia persisted in, it resulted In a declaration 
by the United States of the abrogation of 
the treaty. 

CHIEF JUSTICE DAVIE. 

Tho Bar of Westminster Expresses Their High 
Appreciation of His Elevation to 
the Bench. 

Wkstminbteb, May 14.— (Special)— At 10 
o'olock this morning Chief Juatioe Davie 
attonded tho court houae. Tho entire bar 
of Westminster were there to greeb him. 
An address was presented in whioh tho bar 
heartily tendorod a welcome to His Lord- 
Bhlp, congratulating him on 'his elevation 
and expressing their pleasure at hie appoint- 
monb. This was duo to tho knowledge that 
His Lordship was one of tho most useful, as 
well aa ono of tho moat effiolent memberB of 
the provincial judiciary. In warm terms 
they oxpreased their high regard for his 
ability, The bar expressed tho hope that 
the rumor might bo truo that His Lordship 
would take up hlB rosldenco'in Vanoouvor or 
at loasb thab some othor judge of the Su- 
premo oourb would Uvo on tho Mainland. 
Tho Chiof Justioo roplied with feeling and 
earnoBtneaa, and atatod that he would an- 
swer tho aubjeob matter of tho addroaa at 
length on Wednesday ; tho opening of tho 
assizes being doferrod until thon at tho sug- 
gestion of tho grand jury.

borrlos In this olimato from Juno to Decem- 
ber,

Clapham was shot some few weeks ago on 
account of an ailmont and was replaced by 
another. A boar belonging to the farm, 
which had always shown a firm attaohmont 
to the first horse, showed every unfriendli- 
ness to tho new comer, and it was known 
that Btralned relations existed between the 
two animals. Wednesday morning, when 
the horse was lying down in tho pasture, the 
hog attaokod him in a vioious manner, rip- 
ping a deep flesh wound in his flank. -Blood 
flowed freely, which encouragod the hog in 
his sudden onslaught, and he followed it up 
with fury. The owner of the animals wit- 
nessing tho melee attempted to stop the 
combatants, fearing the horse might get In- 
jured, but tho hog did nob seem inclined 
that way and showed fight even to the man.

Foiltion on the Rocks-The "Tepic's"' 
Adventure. 

Three tuga were bnBlIy employed aboub 
the Mogul, ashore near Cape Flattery, yei. 
terday, bub bhe reeulb of their efforts waB 
nob announced in the brief messages to the 
owners, the R. P. Rltbot Co. Ab lost re- 
ports the steamer was In a precarious con- 
dition on the j igged recks just inBide tho 
Cape, having gono ashore ab high water and 
been left on the points of needles when bhe 
tido fell. The FosNlntelligenoer thus ex- 
plains how the accident occurred: "The 
tug Mogul, of Victoria, towed the British 
bark Darra to sea this morning. After the 
bark let go her hawser tho tug came along- 
side for the purpose of getting her heaving 
lino. In endeavoring to do this they came 
in collision, the tug receiving a glancing 
blow whioh badly sprung her stem. Capb. 
Smith, cf the Mogul, finding the water 
ocming in rapidly, made for the Straits and 
suooetded in beaohing her two miles oast of 
Tatoosh light. She lies in an exposed ppsi- 
bion, but Capb. Smith f xpects to bo able to 
get hor off if the weather holds good. The 
bark was damaged but slightly and wont to 
sea." 

THE "TEPIC" REPORTED ASHORE, 

The steamer Staffa whioh arrived down 
from Westminster yesterday with a cargo 
of straw, reports having passed bhe Van- 
couver tug Tepia ashore nob far from tho 
moubh of the river, where Bhe had been 
blown in Sunday's gale.

An Adventurous Euglisli Mountain 
Climber Makes Too Close Ac- 
quaintance With. Enapehn. 



Advices by the " Miowera " of the 
Recent Great Volcanic Erup- 
tion in New Zealand. 



The Australian steamship Miowera brings 
the news that an adventurous young Eng- 
lishman named Cirr — who, It is quite pou 
Bible, may be Lieutenant H. W. Soton-Karr, 
the moat daring mountain climber and one 
of the pioneers of the Royal Geographical 
Society— narrowly eBoaped deBtruotion in 
the whirlwind of ateam, oindors and atoneB 
preceding the delugo of lava emitted by old 
Ruapehu, New Zealand's famous voloano, 
lute in March. Eruptions still continue In- 
termittently, and the aky for many mileo 
around has beon fiery red for weoks. Carr 
is now at Auoklacd in hospital, recovering 
from the injuries he received In his strange 
adventure. 

He had started with two guides and ten 
days' supply of provisions with the inten- 
tion of exploring the live peaks forming the 
crest of white crownod Ruapohu and fonoing 
about its famous crater lake of unfathom- 
able depth. Hj had got half way up tho 
mountain side when further progress was 
oheoked by a fresh fall of snow — a most un- 
usual thing for this season. The guides ex- 
pressed themselves as totally unable to un- 
derstand the phenomenon and it was decided 
to camp on the mountain aide and await de- 
velopments. 

The party had not very long to wait. 
From 28" the mercu y nine within four houra 
to 90° ; tho enow disappeared as though by 
magic, and earthquakes added their sullen 
rumblings in the heart of the mountains to 
swell tho unoanny, mysterious ohorus of the 
night. The guides hourly became more and 
more alarmed and entreatod Carr to break 
oamp and descend before the eruption which 
thoy antiolpated oou!d overwhelm them 

" You think the mountains will give Gro- 
workB for our benefit do you ? ' was Carr's 
comment. " That 1b glorious. We must 
not disappoint him of his audience." 

But the guides were not ao enthusiastic, 
and finally announced that thoy wore going 
■whether he would or not. 

" Very good," was Carr's only observation, 
" I shall atay." 

"Thenhepiid the men their wages for 
the fraction of the time of their engagement 
during which they had remained faithful. 
They hastily retrucad their footstopa, and 
the very next day tho Bhowors of mud whioh 
invariably precede uotivo eruptions com 
menood. The guidca oonoluded that their 
late employer muBt have been overwhelmed, 
and great waa their Burpriae two daya later 
when they were rejoined by him at the base 
of tho mountain. Ho was scalded from 
head to foot ; his left arm was broken ; and 
bruisea and onta on every part of hia body 
marked where he had been atruck by 
the atones whioh riined from the 
mountain top. Haid'y had the party con- 
nected when tho eruption proper com- 
menced and for hours the eight waa a mag- 
nifroent though an awful one. 

Ruapehu brat aent up a column of steam 
like a giant geyser many thousand feet In 
air. Then there waa a pause. The steam 
ceased and was replaced by amoke and 
ashes which continued to be belched forth 
f jr many houra. Ruapehu is 9,000 odd feet 
high and one of the most rugged and pic- 
turesque peaks in the southern sea:. 
Crowned by feathery columns of amoke and 
aahea, through whioh at times midnight 
rainbows played, its aspect from the sea 
during eruption waa at onoe terrifying, 
magnificent and indescribably beautiful. 

Since the eruption a party baa aaoended 
on the weat Bide, which has- been hardly 
affeoted at all owing to the continued wind 
from that quarter, and it has been found 
that the famous orater lake has entirely dis- 
appeared, having been literally blown out 
and replaced by a bubbling field of lava. 
The great mountain is now olear of snow for 
the first time since the memorable eruption 
of 1886, when Tarawera, too, showed a 
grand pyroteohnio display. Tho latter 
mountain also promises to repeat its per- 
formance of a decade ago on the present oc- 
casion. 

Lieut. H. W. Seton-Karr, whom many 
believe to bo the Mr. Carr referred to above, 
is one of the most intrepid of modorn young 
explorers, tho mojority of hia expeditiona 
into unknown wild8 being, like Mr. War- 
burton Pike's, made only with the company 
of native guidoa. Several yearB ago Lieut. 
Seton-Karr made a successful trip to Mount 
St. Elias, in connection with which an ad- 
mirable Bories of letters from his pen ap. 
peared in tho Colonist. He waa, when his 
friends hero last hoard from him, hunting 
lionB in the African interior.

COLD STORAGE. 



Good Effects of the System Not Alone on 
Local, Hut Also on General Trade. 

IMontrcal Gazette, May 7. 
The cold storage experiment which la 
likely soon to ba inaugurated in Montreal 
should havo considerable good effects, not 
only on looal, but on gonoral trade. Tho 
discussion of tho neoda of the dairying in- 
dustry, and ospoaially of the buttor part of 
it, has shown tho valuo attaohod by experts 
to tho right handling of goods intonded for 
British consumption. Propor care in tho 
manufacture of these is hardly more im- 
portant than tho manner of transporting 
and storing them so far as tho market values 
aro concernod. It is not dairy products 
alone, howovor, which take advantago of 
Bucb facilities when thoy aro available on a 
large aoalo. In Chicago last year it is 
Stated that aomo -400,000 oases of eggs woro 
kopt for Bovon months In cold storage. 
Fruit doalera also avail thomaolvoa of the 
syatom, and, in proporly constructed ware- 
houses, it is possible to koop oven the most 
poriahablo kinds praotloally without de- 
terioration for montha. Poultry, game, 
fish, etc., can also bo kept in 
good order for a lengthened timo. 
There is in all these artiolos a largo and 
growing trado in Montreol. The export egg 
trade, in apito of aomo disadvantagoa which 
it has to fight in tho British markote, has 
attained a considerable size, Tho shipment 
of apples takes np a good doai of tho freight 
apaco of tho fall steamers. With all those, 
as will as with dairy produce, it often hap- 
pons that climatla conditions havo an injuri- 
ous effect on tho quality, which refrigeration 
would protect thorn against. It hoa been in- 
timated that tho railroads are prepared to 
provido rofrigorotor cars for tho carriago of 
poriahablo products, whioh it is oxpootod 
■will bo supplemented by oortain of tho 
eteamBhip lines, so that with euitable 
Btorago transport undor the most favor- 
able conditions will bo onsurod for the moat 
parishablo and generally the moat profit- 
able of tho country'a agricultural produc- 
tion. Refrigeration warohouaea havo be- 
come an Important faotor in the oommerce 
of many of tho largo citioa of this oontinent. 
In seven yoaro the capacity of those in the 



CANADIAN CUSTOMS. 

The Reduction Which Hub Taken Place In the 
Collections and the Saving to tho 
People. 

The following oxtrao.t from the budget 
speech of Hon. G. E. Foater will be read 
wi h interest : 

The per capita oustoms collection in 188S- 
9 was $5 per head, while the per capita oui- 
toma colleotiou in 1893 4 was $3.82 per head, 
or a reduotion of $1. 1 9 per head of the people 
on the amount paid by them for this pur. 
poee from 1889 to 1893 And yet the im- 
ports In 1893 4 were larger thau the imports 
in 18SS-9 T-ikiDg the per cent, of imports, 
dutiable and free, for home consumption in 
1888 9, it waa 21-65 per cent., while in 1893- 
4 it had boen reduced to 17 13 per cent., a 
decrease of 4J per cent, on the rate of ous- 
toma importa in these years. Let them take 
the aotual duties collected on $119,500,000 
of Importa in 1889, namely 523,726,784, and 
the duties colleoted upon the §113.000,000 
in 1893-4, which amounted to §19,119,000, 
and they had a saving upon tho larger im- 
portation amounting to §4,607,754 in cus- 
toms imposts. That reduction had been 
going on in taxation. That had not 
boon coming out of the pookota of the 
people, and It waB duo to tho fact of the re- 
ductions in taxation that tho government 
made when tho revenue wus buoyant, and it 
was thereforo so muoh remitted to the peo- 
ple Thero was another consideration. If 
tho samo percentage of customs, 21.65, 
which was collected in 1889 1)0, had been 
collected ovory year Bince then, there would 
have been paid in ia ouBtoms §125,000,000. 
Aa it was, there waa paid in §107.900,000, 
leaving a saving to the people of §17, 100, - 
000, by the reduotion In tho tax rate from 
21.65 to 17.13. 

A COMPARISON. 

Mr. Foater went on to show that amidst 
the atresa of hard times Canada had held a 
foremost position. He bolioved tho tide 
waa now turning. Prio^B wore rooovoring, 
confidence was coming, trade was inoreas 
ing, the call of tho consumer was strength 
ening, and Canada was emerging into a 
brightness and prosperity whioh would be 
Burpasaed by no other period in her history. 
He next compared the trade of Canada with 
that of other countries. Taking Great 
Britain, the exports of domeatio manufac' 
turea from that country, whioh In 1890 
amounted to £263,000,000, had Btnadily do- 
oroased until in 1894 they were £216,000,- 
000, a reduction of £47,000,000, or §235,- 
000,000. Tho imports of that oountry had 
fallen from £420,000,000 in 1890 to £408 
000,000 in 1894, a reduotion of £12,000,000 
or §60,000,000.

GOVERNOR SOHULTZ. 

Mr. Dilton MoCarthy affects to be very 
indignant because Governor Schultz of 
Manitoba applied to Dr. Bourlnot for ad 
vice on the Manitoba sohool question. He 
wai as usual very bitter, and quite as usual 
not very logical. Mr. MoCarthy and tho 
Montreal Witness would have a provincial 
governor to be like the model juryman of 
some not very profound lawyers. (They 
would have his mind to be on the questions 
that come before him, no matter how diffi 
onlt or how intricate they may be, a perfeot 
blank. He must look for advice and in- 
structions from no one but his constitutional 
advisers. He must accept oil they Bay, 
whether M is wise or foolish, sound or un- 
sound, as gospel. It would bo something 
like high treason for him to have an opinion 
of hia own upon any public matter. Follow- 
ing out the principle laid down by Mr. Mo- 
Carthy et al. it would be wroDg in the Gov- 
ernor to road an Opposition newspapor or to 
hear an Opposition speech, even though 
that speoah should be one of Mr. Mc- 
Carthy's own. This, of course, is utter 
nonsense, but it is just auoh nonsense as 
Mr. MoCarthy utters in the House of Com- 
mons. 

The Constitution knows nothing about 
Dr. Bourlnot. What he says on a given 
subjeot is no more authoritative than a 
speech of Mr. Martin's or than an artlole in 
the Nor'-WeBter. Would any man outside 
a lunatio asylum be so unutterably foolish 
as to maintain that Governor Schultz com- 
mits an unconstitutional act when he reads 
a speeoh delivered by the Leader of the 
Opposition in the Legislative Assembly, or 
an artiolo on the schools queatlon 
which appeara in the columns of the lead- 
ing Opposition newspapor ? Yet oither tho 
speech or the leading article is quite as 
authoritative as Dr. Bourinot's letter. 
Mr. MoCarthy doolared that the learned 
Doctor did not know what he was writing 
about. What worse than that oould he say 
about Mr. Martin or the editor of tho Nor'- 
Wester 1 Would tho3e whooondemn Governor 
Sohultz for askiBg Dr. Bourinotforhis opinion 
condemn the Governor for consulting the 
works of May, or Todd, or Bourinot, or Hal- 
lam, or Bagehot or any other writer on consti- 
tutional and parliamentary aubjoota, to find 
out what 'course it would be right for tho 
Government of Manitoba to purauo in thia 
matter of the " romedial order"? If ho 
did ho would in the eyes of everyone pos- 
sessing common sonBb make a fool of him- 
self. Yet what is tho difforonoo botweon 
reading a book which Is regarded as an 
authority on a Bubjoot and reading a lettor 
writton by a man who has mode the matter 
under consideration and kindred matters a 
apooial etudy. 

Wo think that it may havo boen imprud- 
ent for Govornor Sohultz to allow it to be 
known that he had aakod Dr. Bourinot for 
hia opinion, solely for tho reason that it 
would givo hia onemiea a pretext to de- 
nounce him and to oreato difficulties bo- 
tweon him and such of hia constitutional 
advisors as would be foolish enough to be in- 
fluenced by their nonaonao, nob because thoro 
is anything wrong or unconstitutional in his 
getting information and instruction on the 
subject from any and every available source 



than the Star, whloh the Grits 
had been hugging so affectionately, tiroko 
loose from their embrace and turning upon 
them mockingly asked them a numbor of 
unpleasant questions which the free trade 
leaders find It most inexpedient and there- 
fore wholly impossible to answer fully and 
frankly. This is what tho unreliable Star 
Baid : 

Sir Richard's budget resolution reiterateB 
tho " tariff for revenue " plank of the party. 
It in plainly the intention of tho Liberals to 
keep thia part of thoir polioy well to tho 
fore. Proteotion is a fallaoy and must die, 
is tho slogan with which they will go to the 
country. Thoro is nothing of the news ele- 
ment in this announcement, for it has been 
mndo frf quently enough before ; but the 
country would be brought up standing and 
every ear would be trimmed toward Ottawa 
if Sir Richard would attempt to answer the 
old question as to how ho would frame a 
tariff for Canada that should gives us all 
the revenue we need and still protect 
nothing. That is what the much leoturod 
Canadian people would like to know. Then 
this talk about " Inoidental proteotion," 
that ia aomotimea heard, bothers them, for 
thoy do not know wherein it differs from 
intentional protection. If there is to be no 
proteotion at all, they want to know 
"how"; and if there is to bo inoidental 
proteotion, they want to know " upon 
what?" These are points, tho elucidation 
of which would have made Sir Richard 
Cartwright's Bpeech on the budgot the most 
widely read public utterance heard in this 
oountry for many a iliy. 

What makes the Star's questions the moro 
troublesomo is that they are precisely tho 
questions which every moderate protection- 
ist and every honest free trader in tho coun- 
try wants to hear answered. The protec- 
tionist says that when this tariff for rovenue 
sohetne and this incidental protection expe- 
dient aro examined by clear headed and un- 
prejudiced men they will find it imposeiblo 
to distinguish them from a polioy of moderate 
proteotion. The honest freo trader comes 
to exactly the same conclusion. Ho believes 
in free trade and direct taxation beoauBO he 
knows that dlreot taxation must necessarily 
accompany any free trade system. But the 
Grit says that he ia for freo trade aa they 
have it in England, and he takoi- very . good 
care not to say ono word about direot taxa- 
tion. He, therefore, in tho judgment of all 
sensible men, whether they are protection- 
ists or free traders, convlota himself of try- 
ing to obtain political support on a false 
pretenoe — that he la, not to put too fine a 
point on it, a political sharper. The Grits 
will abuse the Star, but they will nob oven 
attempt to answer its questions. If they 
did the fraud would be immediately ex- 
posed. 



A MOST IMPORTANT QUESTION. 

The queation raiaed in the House of Com- 
mons by the Eirl of Selborne is ono of very 
great interest and one of tho signs of the 
times. It might be supposed that Lord Sel- 
borne would be delighted to exchange hlB 
seat in the Lower House for one in the Up- 
per House, to'oease to be a representative of 
others in order to become a legislator in his 
own right. But it seems that in these days 
to become a peer of the realm is not to a 
member of tho House of Commons, from a 
political poinb of view, an advancement. 
Lord Selborne, we see, wouldjrather remain 
in the House of Commons than take his seat 
in the House of Lords. So would the Hon. 
George M. Curzon and bo would the Hon. 
St. John Freemantle Broderick, heirs to peer- 
ages. This evidently meana that tho House 
of Commons has become stronger and more 
powerful and that the House of Lords is 
weaker and lees influential than it used to 
be. These young men ovidently be- 
lieve that for the young man 
who is ambitious of political advancement, 
who desires to become a power In the state, 
the directest and surest road to eminence is 
through the House of Commons. It ia poa- 
alble, too, that they see in .that body tho 
beat field, for their exertiona. Thoy may 
aoo that they can do moro good and wield a 
greater amount of influence as membora of 
the House of Commons than as members of 
the House of Lords. 

With regard to the constitutional question 
raised by the Eirlof Selborne's determination 
to retain hia seat in the .House of Commons 
we do not claim to havo an opinion. The 
speoial committeo appointed to consider it 
have a most important work to do. It may 
be that thoir ^deoision may quietly and 
poaooably effect a revolution in Great 
Britain. If it bo decided that it is compe 
tont for a peer who is a member of the 
House of Commons to retain his aoat in that 
body, it will follow that peers will boeligiblo 
for olection to tho Houbo of Commons. Tho 
changes that suoh a state of things would 
bring about it Is simply impossible to oon 
jooture. 

MORE ABOUT SHIPPING. 



INCONVENIENT QUESTIONS. 

Tho Montreal Star must be oonsldored by 
the froo trado Opposition as a most aggra- 
vating or rather tantalizing newspaper. It 
often appoars to sldo with thorn, and it has 
moro than onoo patted Mr. Laurier vory 
energetically on tho back. So favorable was 
the Star that thoy might bo exoused for 
coming to tho conclusion that thoy hud 
secured it, if not as an Opposition organ, at 
least as a strong and influential Opposition 
ally. But thoso who bolioved this did nob 
know the Star. It Is known to bo vory hard to 
catch, and hardor still to keep when caught. 
Sir Richard Cartwright had no sooner 
made his speech on tho budgob 



Wo woro unablo for want of spaco yester- 
day to oomplote our exposure of tho ills 
honosty of tho organ of tho Opposition in 
what it publishes about shipping under 
Proteotion In C anp.da. Tho Timos was so 
disingenuous as to uso tho torm shipping 
with tho deliberate intention to mislead. 
Tho figures It gave referred to ship building, 
whioh is only onoand a very distlnot branoh 
of tho shipping business. Quoting these 
figures Is a very old and stalo expedient, 
and oan only docolve vory ignorant or Inex- 
porioncod pooplo. Aa wo pointed out yes 
terday, tho oause of tho dooline of tho ship, 
building industry in Canada is tho almost 
total substitution of Iron and stool for wood 
and the goneral ohango from sailing vosaols 
to stoamers. Thia has controd tho ship 
building trado in Great Britain, whoso 
immense faoilitloa for iron and steel work 
ing has onablod it in tho past to practically 
control tho industry, 

" Shipping," howovor, 1b quite another 
thing, and in thia wo propoao to quote tho 
figures taken from tho blue booka for the 
Iaat 20 years, from whloh tho (Times' dis- 
honosty will be made quite apparent. The 
first column relates to tho tonnago of vessels 
Inwarda and outwards (sea-going and Inland 
navigation, oxolusive of coasting) ; the

They show how industrioualy and 
successfully the Times steered dear of tell- 
ing tho truth when it attempted to prove 
that tho "shipping" of Canada is so sori- 
ously on tho decline When the Times, 
therefore, asks how are the maritime inter- 
ests of Viotoria to expand nnder tho ourao of 
the N. P., it has its answer in the simple 
fact that the shipping of British Columbia 
has not only exponded under the N.P. , but 
trebled and quadrupled. 



NOT JUST YET. 



Tho Assembly of tho State of New York 
having nothing particular to do — the lobby- 
ists and boodlora taking a day off— adopted 
a petition to CongresB and passed a resolu- 
tion in favor of tho annexation of Canada to 
the United Statea. Some of the benighted 
New York hayseeds soomod to be under tho 
impression thab the groat majority of the 
people of Canada were pining to bo admitted 
into the Union and to posseaB tho unspeak- 
able privileges and powors of citizens of 
the United Statea. It ia a pity that some 
one in whom they hove confidence did not 
tell them that Canadians, Anglo Saxon and 
French Canadian, are very well satisfied to 
remain as thoy are. They seo nothing 
in tho condition of tho people of 
the United States to envy and a 
good deal to disapprove and dislike. 
Though not disposed to be pharisaioal, they 
■ee muoh reason to be thankful that the 
community in whioh they live is very differ- 
ent in many respects from that which lives 
a feverish and a troubled life on the other 
aids of the national boundary line. They 
have, it ia true, their difficulties and their 
drawbacks, but these are not for a moment 
to bo compared to tho abuses and the evils 
which ilourish and aro fostered among the 
people of the United States. 

We are a peacable and law-abiding 
people. We are, too, fairly prosperous. 
Wo eDjoy a greater degree of national free- 
dom than the people of tho United StatoB. 
We govorn ourselves, and the people of 
Canada have more power in tho manage- 
ment of their publio affairs than tho 
peopla of the United States have 
in the direotion of theirB. Why, thon, 
should wo want to ohango our 
allegiance. We are literally, as far as our 
Constitution and our connection with the 
Mothor Country ore concerned, without a 
griovanco. Wo hove no negro problom to 
solve, and the silver question does not give 
us a moment's uneasiness. We know noth- 
ing of lynching In Canada and our labor 
troublea aro comparatively inalgnifioant. 
Our legislative bodloa, Foderal and Provin- 
cial, poesoes the confidence and tho respoct 
of tho people. Of none of them would a 
leading Canadian journal say what Harper's 
Weekly says of the Asaembly of Now York. 
«' A proposal of union with Canada," aayB 
that very temperate newspaper, " if made 
in duo form, would bo a aorious affair, and 
it Is a relief to find, from every expression 
of sentiment both in Canada and tho United 
Statea that no one considors the aotion of 
tho New York Assembly as having any 
aignifioance whatever."

A very couvunient foaturo in tbo fur- 
nishing of a room is a window Boat. In 
many now bouses tbo architects bavo 
not boon unmindful of this faot nnd 
havo introduced seats of this obaractor 
to advantage. Where economy is an ob- 
jeot, a simplo soat may bo provided by 
using a board about 18 iuohos wide and 
of a length to conform with spaoo nvail- 
nble. Four simplo squaro or turned logs 
should bo attached, and as these alone 
will show tbo wood they may bo stain- 




F01! A SMALL APARTMENT, 
ed and polished or painted in cream 
color, finished off with a coating of on- 
amol, and if desired lines may bo added 
with gold bronze paint. Tho soat should 
be padded with hair or several folds of 
a discarded quilt, and over this tho cov- 
ering should be drawn tightly, tho edges 
being finished with gimp or brass bead- 
ed nails. 

When a board sufficiently wido can- 
not bo obtained, two or moro may bo 
placod together to make tho width nec- 
essary, and these can bo hold firmly to- 
gether by screwing on tho undor sido a 
couplo of cross cleats, which will in any 
case add to tho stability. When tho seat 
is moro than -t feet long, center legs 
will bo necessary. 

For a small loom The Ladies' Home 
Journal suggests a window seat with 
rounding front, which takes away tho 
cornors. In this instance tho front ia 
draped, and tinned legs aro not necessa- 
ry. Pieces of board will answer for sup- 
ports, and the space can ba utilized for 
storing away magazines and papers. 
Another illustration furnished by the 
authority quoted is a window seat up- 
bolstered so as to expose tho turned legs, 
which wero of pine staiuod to represent 
mahogany. Tho cushions were of dark 
blue denim, with outlino designs of tigor 
lilies worked in old red and purplo. 

If for a hall, sitting room or library, 
tho covering may bo tapestry or cor- 
duroy, tho last named now coming in 
all tho colors adaptable to such purposo 
and possessing excollont wearing quali- 
ties -as well. Tho valance can bo mado 
of iudia silk or silk tapestry and can bo 
arranged to run on a rod so that tho 
space behind it may bo utilized ior book- 
shelves and oubby holes for magazines,

etc An alternative plan would bo to 
• hingo tho soat in sections, which, when 
opened, would discloso a box. This, of 
course, would involvo using a wood 
front behind tho valance. 

For an inexpensive material the 
"colonial denims," whioh are now to 
bo had in all desirable colorings, make 
a handsome and good wearing covering 
for pillows or cushions. Beautiful ef- 
fects aro attainable by tho introduction 
of outlino designs in oinbroidery in solf 
tones or by harmonious contrast. 

As regards cushions these suggestions 
aro mado: Variety in color and shape is 
desirablo, but there is no sense in the 
present oraze for a multitude of cush- 
ions of all sorts and conditions thrown 
together in what is mistakenly supposed 
to represent artistio carelessness. This 
is affectation pure and simplo and de- 
ceives no one. Two generous cushions 
will ho found necessary. Two additional 
smaller onos aro sometimes callod for 
where tho soats run tho length of double 
windows.

SONG BIRDS. 



Something About the Feathered Warblers 
of Different Countries. 

India has tho jocoso bulbuLs, often 
called nightingales from their remark- 
ably sweet voices. Tho Hindoos train, 
them to sit on their hands and bo carried 
about tho bazaars. Tho black faced 
thrush is a very fine songstor and can 
imitate) almost everything ho hoars. 

Tho whito eyobrowed or spectacled 
laughing thrush has a loud, powerful 
song and sonio melodious notes. Ho is 
sometimes called tho greater Peking 
nightingale or Japanese mocking bird. 

Tho Japanese robin is a pretty bird to 
look at, and very livoly in his motions, 
but is overrated as a singer, his notes re- 
sembling our Baltimore oriole's, only 
shriller, with little variation. 

Australia has tho piping crow, which 
is moro of a shrike than a true crow. 
His song is rich and varied, the notes re- 
sembling a flute. Ho can bo taught to 
speak and imitate many birds aa well. 

From Africa aro shipped large num- 
bers of littlo birds to this country called 
African singing finches. The plumage is 
handsome and often very odd. They 
lack voice, only one, tho strawberry 
finch, having a song of any power. They 
are cunning, however, and pretty to 
havo in an aviary. A gentleman in Now 
York has an aviary cago containing 
somo 3o varieties of small birds, and 
among them many African finches. As 
one of the canaries singn a small finch 
will fly to his side, and placing his head 
against the singer's breast listen close- 
ly until tho canary drives him away, 

A weaver bird with a thick red bill, 
in this same happy family, will take all 
the threads given him and weave a closo 
netwi >rk down t ho sido of tho cago and 
out on the perches. His owner says that 
if ho would give him enough material 
tbo bird would weave until ho shut out 
the daylight. — Philadelphia Times. 

Wonders of Minute Animal Life. 

The. following, which might very ap- 
propriately bear the heading of "A Won- 
der of Wonders, " is from tho pen of Sir 
Robert S. Ball, F. R. S. , astronomer 
royal of Ireland: "Tho microscope 
teaches us that (hero aro animals so won- 
derfully minute that if a thousand of 
them wero ranked abreast they could 
easily swim, without being thrown out 
of order, through the eye of tho finest 
cambric needle ever made. Yet each of 
tho minute creatures is a highly organ- 
ized number of particles, capable of mov- 
ing about, of finding and devouring food 
and of behaving in all respects as be- 
comes an animal as distinguished from 
a fragment of unorganized matter. ' ' Tho 
human mind is utterly incapable of real- 
izing the structure of these little crea- 
tures and of fully appreciating their 
marvelous adaptation to tholifo they aro 
destined to lead. 

The Secret of French Cooking. 

Tho gentle heat is said to bo tho secret 
of tho superior delicacy and rielmess of 
French cooking. With a gentle heat and 
tight covers wo may havo just tho 
amount of juice wo liko in our vegeta- 
bles. A glance will decide this, or per- 
haps the ear, if tho hand at tho same 
time rests on the cover. Many kinds of 
meat may bo cooked in this way to tho 
best advantage. A rump steak, three or 
four inches thick, kept closely covered 
and cooked in its own juices alono, will 
bo far moro tender than when put into 
tho oven, and this without basting and 
without fat, tho latter having been trim- 
med off closoly. — New York World.

Deputations of Ladies Received From 
the W. C. T. li., aiid Women's 
Mission Society. 



Consideration of Committee Reports 
Takes Up the Entire After 
noon 



At the opening of the Methodlab confer 
ence yesterday morning, a resolution offered 
by Rev. Mr. Baer, commending to the 
Women's Mission Society the homo for boyB 
and girls at Bella Bella, waa referred to the 
committee on Missions. Next came the 
adoption of a roport from the Columbian 
college board. Ib recommended that eaoh 
minister and lay representative should con- 
stitute aommitteo on thoir return homo to 
make a rapid canvass of thoir roapectivo dis- 
tricts for subaoriptions for the new oollogo 
sohomo, and to roport not later than the 
25th insb. Tho following woro nominated 
in the report as the board of 
the college for the year : Tho presi- 
dent of tho conference, Rev. T. W, Hall, 
Prof. Whlttington, Rov. J. H. White, Rev. 
Joseph Hall, James Cunningham, Hon. U 
H. Wilson, Prof. K. Odium, Rev. J. P. 
Betta, D. 8. Curtis, Rov. £. Robson, A, 
E. Rand, Rev. A. E Green, R. Wi Harris, 
Rev. R. R. Maitland, G. R. ABhwell, Rov. 
T. Crosby, A. C. Wells, S. Gougn, D. Rob 
son, T. R. Pearson, T. A. Sharpe, J. Jes 
sop, Rov. C. N. Tate, A. J. McLollan, Rev, 
J. Robson, J. S. Johnson, D, Spencer, W. 
T, Cooksley and JaB. Tuttle. Seoretary 
without salary, Rev. J. H. White, 

A discussion took place upon the proper 
method of making up a deficit in tho super- 
annuation assessment of a district when a 
change of ministers waa made in that dis- 
trict during the year. Tho ministor in 
charge ia responsible for tho amount of tho 
assessment which has to bo sent to 
tho general conference. Rev. Mr. Bowell 
pointed oub that the assessment prossed 
very heavily in British Columbia, where 
there are only two superannuated ministers, 
while in the East one oub of every aix or 
seven preachers Is superannuated' A reso- 
lution was passed that tbo deficiency in one 
distrlat where it oould not be ms.de up, 
should be tho ensuing year raised by the 
united districts. 

Deputations were receivo'd during the 
morning session from the W.C.T.U. and 
the Womon's Mission Sooiety. For tho 
former, the President, Mrs. Gordon Grant, 
wanted the conference to use itB influence to 
secure the ballot for women. Adding 
this vote to that of other temporance advo- 
cates prohibition might be secured and other 
evils overcome. Mrs. Grant entered a 
vigorous protest against the argument that 
women when they took part in politics 
would negloob thoir homes, and, for the asso- 
ciation of which she 1b president, asked the 
conferenoe to sign their petition to the Do- 
minion government for women's franchise. 
A resolution was subsequently passed amid 
applause tendering the sympathy of tho con- 
ferenoe to the W.C.T, U., and offering co- 
operation in all the objects of the union. 

Next) came a large deputation from the 
Women's Mission Sooiety. Miss Bowes on 
their behalf made a shorb address, pointing 
oub that there were throughout Canada 572 
women's auxiliary mission societies, sup- 
porting thirty-three missionaries, of whom 
nine were in British Columbia. The 
amount raised for this work last year waa 
$43,822. A vote of thanks waa passed to 
the Women's Mission Sooiety. 

Rov. J. H. White during the morning 
session read the annual pastoral address of 
the corference. It waa votod that oopies be 
printed for distribution among tho Motho- 
diet families in the province. Votes of 
thanks were passed to Captain Irving and 
the C P. JS. company for the offer of the 
Maude to look for the Glad Tidings, and 
also to the Indian department and Mr. A. 
W. Vowell, a telegram having come late on 
Monday night from Hon. T. M. Daly offer- 
ing to send out a tug at tho department's 
expenae. 

At the afternoon session the reports of the 
examining board, tho educational commit- 
tee and tho Epworth League committee 
were read and adopted. Tho Epworth 
League reporb showed that there are now 
twenty-two leagues and 1,200 memborB, an 
increase* of two leagues and 137 members for 
the year. 

The conference fixed upon Westminster as 
the plaoe of meeting for next year, opening 
day to be the third Thirsday in May. 

A report from the committoe on missions 
recommended among other things that the 
native Chinoso missionaries be under tho 
chairman of their district sent where they 
could work with the best prospects of suo- 
oess. They also endorsed the minute of the 
SlmpBon diatriob in regard to Mr. Johnson's 
letter to Rev. Dr. Suthorland. 

Tho reporb recommended tho adoption of 
tho Simpson district memorial to keep the 
Glad Tidings in commission, tho miuiBtora 
of that diatriot offering to divido among 
them the work formerly dono by tho mis- 
sionary on board. 

Rdv. Mr. Tait took exception to ihta last 
clause. Tho Glad Tidings was, ho said, a 
regular white elephant, and was nob doing 
satisfactory work. Ho considered it shame- 
ful to put mieaion funda into that boat, to 
say nothing of private contributions. The 
stoamer was a regular source of expenae. 

Rov. Mr. Crosby took issue on this, 
claiming that tho Glad Tidings was doing 
good work. In reply to questions, ho said 
that Captain Oliver, of tho Glad Tidings, 
was nob a certificated engineer, but was a 
compotont man. There could ho no troublo 
with tho austoma, for tho Glad Tidings did 
nob carry paeeongers. Tho proachors who 
travolled by her were not charged, They 
mado up a lump sum among themselves to 
pay for thoir food and the fuel for tho boat, 

Rev. Mr. Baor wanted to boo a lull report 
of tho oxponaos and receipts of tho boat, and 
for this reason tho matter was referred to 
the committee on missions.

Cross examined by Mr. Lount sho aaid sho 
had bocomn ongaged to Harry in the United 
States in 1891. They had worked as book 
agents for throo month in tho States, and 
oamo to Canada in tho fall of 1801. Mrs. 
Hyams will again bo on tho atand to-morrow 
morning, when it Is aaid aonaational ovi- 
denco will bo forthcoming,

BACK FKOM ALBERNI. 



Mr, Henry Saunders Tells of the 
Wonderful Mineral Richness 
of the District. 

An Unpleasant Adventure— The Tele- 
graph Line to be iu Operation 
by June 10. 



Mr, Honry Saunders returnod from China 
Creek yesterday afternoon where he had 
been to look over some mining properties in 
which he is interested, and also to re-looate 
tho four clalmB, Alberni, Viotoria, Chioogo, 
and Worspite, which wero jumped early in 
1894. Speaking of bia trip Mr. Saundera 
aaid : 

"I left here Iaat Wednesday by tho 
ateamer Thiatle; we called at Port San Juan, 
Carmanah and ono or two other placos, ar 
riving at Alberni at ti p. m., twenty-two 
houra from Viotoria. Next morning I left 
chere for tho thirteen mile ride to Do 
Beaux'a, where the. hydraulic olaim 
of Chlld8 and McQuillan is located. 
Thoy have a rich spot, tho aaaay 
showing forty conta to a dollar per 
yard. Great preparations are being made for 
work thoro this summor, Tho nextjday we 
started on our climb up tho mountain, and 
horo tho hard work oommonoed. Tho first 
olaim arrivod at was the Mountain Rose 
They have made a doop cut in tho hill aide 
and Btruck a ledgo from ono to two foot 
wide of pinky quartz, free milling, and be 
tween good wall rocks, ono of slato. The 
ledgo runs east and west, and Btandlng in 
the excavation looking at it tho streaks of 
gold are plainly visible to the naked eyo, 
and with tho aid of a glass can oaBily be fol 
lowed along the rnck. Tho assay of thia 
quarlz shows from $500 to §1,000 per ton. 

" From here wo passed on up the moun 
tain until an elevation of 2,000 foot was 
reached and wo arrived at the Alberni claim 
This olaim waa opened after tho Mountain Rose 
and looked aa well aa or hotter than tbe 
othsr. The country hore ia very wild and 
romlnda one muoh of Cariboo. 

" In returning I had a rather disagree- 
able experience. I stepped on the snow, 
thinking it would bo better walking, but 
found it very Boft, and in my endeavor to 
get out again the whole maBa oommonccd to 
alide down the hill and I wae Boon landod in 
the icy waters of the oreok, bringing up 
againet a boulder with so muoh force as to 
almoBt render mo InBenaiblo. Thia Bdded 
to a hard day's climbing waa fir from plea- 
sant. I returned to Alberni and took tho 
Btago for Nanaimo, sixty mileB distant, 
where I arrived in time to oatoh the Vic- 
toria train. 

" On tho way down I paaaed Mr. Conway, 
superintendent of the telegraph line, near 
Cameron lake, and he informed me 
that the line would bo in Alberni 
by June 10 YeBterday at Duncan 
I met Mr. Jamea Dunamuir and party, 
who are now on their way to Mineral oroek 
to look over the oountry. Mr. Dunsmuir 
aaid if they were satisfied with the outlook 
they Bhould bond somo of tbo olaima and 
immediately atarti the work of development 
on a large soale. 

" I am more than pleased with the pros- 
poets. Alberni ia a aeoond Cariboo and at 
our very doora. The wonder is that more 
minora are not to be found thoro. At pres- 
ent there are nob more than half a dozen 
men on the creek, although, of course, there 
are more olaima staked out, but no work is 
being dono on them. 

" One oan leave hero in the morning at 8 
o'clock and be at China creek the next night. 
Tho hills thore are all of slate formdation 
for four or five miles and the quartz ledges 
are rich in gold. What ia needed ii proa- 
peotora to find tho ledges and then oapltal 
to develop them. Tho country Is eaBy of 
access and a miner could ride all the way 
there for $10. China creok surely haa a 
great future before it and this summor will 
see groat advancement in mining operatlona 
there," 



That Tired 



During Monday night a deliberate 
attempt at incendiarism waa mado on 
Avalon road, the aceno being tho basement 
of a two-Btory houao now building for Mra.

ARMENIAN MASSACRES. 

Report of the Commission— Story of 
Turkish Atrocities Only 
Too True. 



Damning Evidence Discovered— Un- 
Buciessful Attempt to Cover 
np Official Outrages. 



Constantinople, M»y 14 —The commis- 
sion appointed by the powers to investigate 
the atrocities In Armenia has returned to 
Mooah, whioh the delegates h f ; on April 5. 
At first tho Turkish delegates declined to 
accompany them, but subsequently came to 
a different conclusion. As a result cf tho 
investigation and reports the delegation 
have submitted noteB to tho Turkish gov- 
ernment Impressing upon th> pone the ne- 
oeeslty of promptly Inaugurating a schemo 
for Armenian reforms, which should in- 
clude the appointment of Christian officials 
in Armenia, the powers to havo the right to 
veto tho appointment of governors. The 
notes of tho delegates of tho powerB do not 
base their suggestions on tho Sassoun out- 
rages, but on tho general unsatlafictory 
condition In Armenia. 

Tho commission proceeded to tho ruined 
villages and traversed Slienik, which was 
found in ruins, standing amidst devastated 
fields. Thoy passod nthor villages where 
many houses weri burned, and at Jolly- 
goozan they cuuaed two pita, inBtoad of one 
as first reported, to bo opened, and there 
found the remalna of 6kulls and bones with 
hair and clothing still adhering. Another 
pit was searched situated in a ravino In the 
vioinity, and inside was found a decapitated 
trunk and other remains, but few bodies 
wero found. Tho villagers told tho dele- 
gates that thoy had removed tho bodies 
from this pit, and It was evidont boyond all 
doubt that three pitB had contained bodies 
The oxbalationB wero so frightful that the 
delegates experienced groat trouble in pre- 
vailing on tho laborers to finish thoir hor- 
rlblo task. 

At Jellygoozan ono hundred and twonty 
houses wero found to havo boon burned. 
The people wore Bholtored in miBerablo huts, 
and amplo proof wob found oi tho storha 
told regarding tho massacres. Tho fact was 
established that bodies wero thrown in largo 
numbers into a pit, when tho Turks on- 
doavorod to conooal their orlmo by pouring 
barrolB of petroleum upon the bodies and 
Betting fire to tho oil. Failing to consume 
tho mass, a stream was dammed and divert- 
ed from its course in order to wash away tho 
half burned bodies. Bub oven thia failed to 
obliterate the terrible ovidonce againBt the 
TurkB, and the looal authorities wero com- 
pelled to remove tho remains piocomcal. 
Tho vlllugcra hod removed tho bulk of tho 
bodies and interred them in consoorated 
ground bofore the arrival of tho commission 
at Jellygoozan. Tho few loft, however, 
satisfied the oommiBsion of tho horrible 
efforts at cremation.

alao joined the Bamo oiroult (the Northern) 
as tho Q. C.
